Union. Tho Colony has passed 
through a soaaon of great dopreasion, 
and has toU the want of that foatoring 
care which an able and onorgeiio Gov- 
ernoi:„ji^^Ql[fi(l by. an aotivo and judi- 
olons^lj^johtivo Oounoil, might have 
eztoD'ded to her. The remodeltiDg of 
the Groyerameut after the two oolonies 
"were .UQited,.,. afforded some room for 
the oxordise' of diplomatio talents in 
tho Governor,, and of admioistralive 
energy amongst his adviserB. For- 
tanai^Iy. the Colony has nob suflforod 
mate^tfiHy in her prospects in spite of 
tho ooDipjp.to iailaro of the Govorn- 
mont to do anything to help it in its 
time of trial. She bus boon kept back 
by lack of energy, but the great re- 
sources of the Colony still oxint, anil 
the persevorauoo of tho colonistfi is 
gradually restoring coufidcnoe, and is 
slo'.vly, but Buroly, ostauiidhing tbo 
fame of BriliBh Columbia as a place, 
which, though last, is not destined to 
be tho least of tho settlements of tho 
world, in point of wealth and import- 
anoo. But although opportuuitics 
have boon thrown away and neglected, 
other chances may yet occur, and few 
men who have either aobieved. or boon 
placed! ill -^oSKioWof- any ihipdi'^irQoe 
■will allow every- opportunity of dis> 
tingnfeWfig^lhemsolTes to pass away it 
is within the boands of possibility that the 
Governor-'of'tVis OoloDj^ ' may yet show

Fruit Culture—Plums aud Cherries. 



Editor Colonist, — I beg to oiler n few 
remarka in reply to your ootrespondent's en* 
quirleB in q former igsuo, relativo to tho 
Plum and Gharry, trasliui; they may supply 
a part, at leant, of the information wanted. 
For domosiic purposes Iheae fruits rank neat 
in importanco to tho Apple ; and for 
dessert tbey.bavd few eqaa|s,,a.pd joVi with 
tbe many eicoellent new, aatljr and late 
Tariettas, their use for thoee p'orpoiei may ba 
spread over more than foar months, viz., from 
the end of Juno to November. As with tbe 
Apple and Pear, so with the Plum and 
Cherry, groat confusion exista amono; tbe 
names ol diflereut varieties ; and in the 
greater number of instances, thi^ arises not 
so much from llie great oumbar of variatioa 
which aro grown, as from the number of 
Krowor.'i, aorao of whom seek to profit by 
their crops alone, rc<;ardiDg but little tboir 
nomenclature ; therefore, as the camas givao 
to variciios of Iroit by tbe mere orohardist, 
would, in many iostanoes only tantalize and 
puzzle tbe intendiog planter, I have paid do 
attention to tbem in framing the accompany- 
ing lists, but have adopted those by which 
the several varieties are beat known to 
I'omoloijiats, and whioh have received ibe 
Huuction of such Buthoritiaa as Lindley, 
Thompson. Rivers, and Downing. 

With respoot to ailuaiicn and soil, both 
tho I'lum and Cherry lil<e a sunny oBpoot, 
and will grow in aluiost any soil, but that in 
wbiob tho Plum only prodaoas erops of the 
finest froit, is a heavy loam, or one in wbioh 
there is a ooaaiderable amouat of clay ; light 
soils may be greatly improved by the addi» 
lion of olay as a manure. Tbe Cherry on 
the other iiaii&, i<iS3 best in a good sandy or 
grovolly loara, rostiog on fine gravel or 
Mand. In wot soils the roots soon rot, and 
tho trees "to ehott lived ; in a soil too rich 
tho trees run too much to wood, and are 
comparatively barreo, and the braoehos are 
liable to split in high winds. 

Tbe season for trani^plaoiing the trees is 
tho samj as that before racommeoded for 
the Apple and Pear, and as the preparation 
of the soil, tbe various operations of plaoling, 
seuuring tbo trees against high winds, aud 
the Bobseqaent general management, are the 
same, when treating on those iruits, I need 
not here repeat them and will only add, in 
oonolusion, a strong recommendatioo to tbe 
fruit grower, wbea his trees are too mnofa 
crowded with fruit, and when tbe fruit baa 
just passed tho ''stoning process," to thin 
liberally and un»paringly ; by this means the 
remaining crop will bo immeneely improved 
both in Bizo aod Qavor, and his trees will 
annually yield h m a fair crop, in ploce of 
giving a heavy crop once in two years.
